Decision Holds Franchise of 


Union Electric Compet- 
stor Is Legal. 


FIRM 
President Declares Concern 


Is Ready for Construc- 
tion of Plant. 


DEFEAT FOR JEP HOWE 





Circuit-Attorney’s Relative 
Was Hired to Attack In- 
dependent Company. 


The validity of the franchise of the 
‘West End Electric Light and Power Co. 
was upheld by Judge Kinsey Monday. 
The decision was handed down from the 
bench at 10 a. m. in the quo warranto 
ayit filed by Circuit Attorney Jones to 
annual the franchise and prevent the 
West End company from becoming a 
competitor of the Union Electric. 

Jesse D. Dana, president of the West 
End company, told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter that he had completed arrange- 
ments for. financing the company, and 
“would proceed at once* with the con- 
struction of a plant in accordamce with 
plans drawn a year ago by Charles H. 
Ledlie, an electrical expert. 

The decision presages a-victory for the 
Light and Development Co., which owns 
a franchise ‘like the West End com- 
pany’s. The Light and Development 
Co.’s franchise was also attacked by 
Jones in a quo warranto suit, now pend- 
ing in Judge Homer's court. 

City Had Recognized Franchise. 
Judge Kinsey held that the fran- 
chise granted to Browning, King & 

Co. in 188 was a vested right, which 
could be forfeited because of misuse 
The franchise, he 
held, was not used by Browning, King 
& Co., but was transferred to the West 
in 1908. At 
that time the city could have revoked 
the franchise, the court held, but did 
not do so. It assented to the assign- 
ment, treated the franchise as an ob- 
ligation on the part of the city, de- 
manded and received a new bond, re- 
quired the payment of larger sums of 
money and caused the company to 
spend considerable money. 

The action of the city in these things 
annuls its right now to forfeit the 
franchise, according to the decision, 
Judge Kinsey held that the court would 
not entertain a proceeding to annul 
a franchise if the object was to have 
adjudicated the rights of private per- 
sons or corporations not directly con- 
cerned in it. 

This point in the decision was taken 
to mean that the court would not en- 
tertain the suit if it affected any litiga- 
tion between the West End company 
and other interests. He said it did not 


»enppear that there was any legal con- 


Roversy between the West End com- 
pany and any other corporation, and 
thei fact ‘that .a rival corporation used 
its Influence to set in motion the quo 
wartranto proceeding would not war- 
rant the court dismissing the case. 

It was announced Monday that M. 
Shoenberg, David May and Sidney 
Shoenberg, officials of the Famous, are 
the financial backers of the Light and 
Devetopment Co. If the validity of trat 
company’s franchise is upheld also, 
work will be started at once on a 
$500,000 plant, to be gradually enlarged 
ae the business increases. 

The Light and Development Co. now 
operates the electric iiglit plant in the 
T'amous block at Sixth street and W'ash- 
ington avenue, and also operates the 
electric light, gas and waterworks 
piants at Cape Girardeau, Taiequah, 
Ok., and Paris, Tex. 

The West End Co.’s franchise was 
originally granted to Browning. King & 
Co. and the Light and Development Co.'s 
franchise to Aloe, Hernstein & Co. 

Howe's Influence’ Exercised. 

It was through the influence of 
Jeptha D. Howe, former Republican 
Circuit 
Attorney Jones, that the quo war- 
ranto suit was filed. Howe was em- 
ployed by Lon O. Hocker, at the di- 
rection of James Campbell, financial 
head and president of the North Am- 
erican Co., as associate counsel in 
the case. Hocker testified that he 
had obligated himself to pay Howe 
a fee of $2500 and that James Camp- 
bell was to furnish the money. 

Because it was shown that Howe 
and Hocker acted for the North Am- 
erican Co. in instituting the suit 
through Howe's brother-in-law, the 
West End company attacked the good 
faith of the proceeding. 

Hocker admitted, on the witness 
stand, that he had filed an injunction 
*suit against the. company, for W. 
Hall Trigg, to prevent stringing wires 
and erecting poles at Newstead and 
wacliede avenues. This suit, it was 
also shown, was filed at the instance 
of the Union Electric interests. It 
was decided by Judge Grimm in favor 
of the West End company.

Troupe Lays, Woes to Mana- 
ger Who Closed Show 
and Quit City. 





With the fall of the curtain Saturday 
right at the Imperial Theater, the 
‘“‘hook,’’ in the form of 79 attachments 


m the hands of 20 constables, darted 
down upon the 33 members of the “Show 
Girl’ troupe, stripping them of their job, 
of their week's salaries, save $2.29 each, 
and, for a time, of even their slippers, 
stockings and tights. 

The scattered troupe, including 15 cho- 
rus girls, is stranded in St. Louis and 
penniless Monday, their pittances hav- 
ing been spent for Sunday’s lodging and 
food. Most of them owe hotel bills of 
$10 or $12. They would have been turned 
adrift without a penny, had not Mana- 
ger Kussell of the Imperial defied the 
constables, who wished to seize Satur- 
day night’s receipts. Russell divided the} 
money among the weeping actresses and 
the actors. 

During the last performance, Miss Hil- 
da Thomas, leading woman of the 
company, attempted to leave the theater 
for a cup of coffee. She was turned 
back by a constable, who told her that 
if she left the building she coyld not 
return. 

Eyes of Constables Bulge. 

A band of constables then camped at 
the box office, while others, invading 
the stage and dressing rooms, took pos- 
session of the scenery, the trunks of 
the performers and even their shoes and 
hats. The constables gathered in the 
wings and stared with bulging eyes 
at their first view at close range of a 
chorus in action. 

A notice was posted by Frank Phelps, 
manager of the company, stating that 
the “‘Show Girl’ would be discontinued 
after Saturday night’s performance. He 
alleged that financial disagreements had 
arisen between the ‘angels’’ of the 
troupe., Conrad Hecker of Kansas City 
and “Doc” Breed of Omaha. - 

Telegrams attached to the notice 
showed that ‘Phelps was notified last 
Tuesday by Breed that the show was 
to be abandoned. He kept the informa- 
tion to himself, the performers assert. 
Wednesday was pay day, and he bor- 
rowed $260 from Russell to pay the 
sataries. 

' Wardrobes Are Rescued. 

After tearful remonstrances the chorus 
girls were able to rescue their ward- 
robes, for which they had paid, and 
left the theater: with their properties 
wrapped in‘newspapers. Their trunks 
were held by the bailiffs. Even the pri- 
vate trunks of the principals, Miss 
Thomas and her husband, “Lou” Hall, 
were seized, and were reclaimed only 
efter a stormy scene. 

The players declare ‘that the attach- 
ments were filed by Phelps himself, to 
anticipate any proceeding by the actors 
to obtain their salaries. At the Mary- 
land Hotel they found that he had paid 
his bill and gone. 

One of the principals told a. Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the show was organ- 
ized a month ago in Chicago by Hecker, 
a young Kansas City theatrical man, 
and Breed, who is a United States meat 
inspector at Omaha. Hecker’s mother, 
it is said, finding that his contribution 
of $1800 had disappeared, not only re- 
fused to advance him more funds, but 
involved Breed in a lawsuit which tied 
up his money.

FATHER INDICTED 
WITHA POLICEMAN 


The Son Is Accused of Man- 
Slaughter in William’s Auto- 
mobile Tragedy. 








PERJURY IS CHARGED 





Suborning Witnesses and 
Swearing Falsely Alleged 
Against Other Two. 





Indictments have been drawn up by 
the grand pury, charging Leo Gardner 
with manslaughter: his father, 
B. Gardner, with subornation of pe-- 
jury; and Patrolman Jacob Reinwa}i 
of the Page Boulevard District witn 
perjury. This. action developed from 
the killing of Jesse Williams by young 
Gardner's automobile at 1 a. m. April i, 
near Fifteenth and Olive streets. The 
indictments will be returned into court 
during the day. 

After four months of denials, Leo 
Gardner has admitted that he was driv- 
ing the automobile which ran Will- 
jams down. Harry Gardner stated to 
reporters two weeks ago that he ex- 
pected his son to be indicted and hoped 
that he would be, so that the strain 
of the family’s secret khowledge con- 
cerning the tragedy would be ended. 
The elder. Gardrfer terminated the long- 
standing mystery after Benjamin 
Schaeffer, one of the joy-riders with 
Leo Gardner, returned from Chicago, 
was arrested and was compelled to 
testify before the grand jury. 

Policeman Also Charged. 

Harry Gardner complained that 
witnesses in the case tried to mulct 
him of payments for their silence 
and for expenses to leave the city, 
but denied that he had consented ‘to 
bribe them. It’ was partly through 
his own statement that an investiga- 
tion was begun which led to the 
charge of suborning” witnesses. 

ieing Gardner is charged with 
pur Sing the silence of witnesses 
and with aiding them to flee from 
the jurisdiction of the St. Louis au- 
thorities.

Gardner putting his machine in the ga- 
rage half an hour before the time of 
the accident. 

The Post-Dispatch Supplied Clews 

The Post-Dispatch supplid the clews 
which led to the identification of Leo 
Gardner’s automobile as the one which 
killed Williams. Its reporters discov- 
ered that the machine, one of the many 
red Dorris touring cars in the city, was 
out of its garage on the night of the 
eccident, and that its crank was dis- 
abled the next morning, as if from a 
collision. 

Leo's mother asserted in many inter- 
views that her son was in his bed at 
the hour of the tragedy. The following 
morning he left on a hunting trip and 
was gone several days. On his return, 
he corroborated his mother’s statement. 

But the police discovered several 
witnesses who swore to seeing Leo 
and a party of friends in the Amer- 
ican Hote] Rathskeller, which they 
left in an automobile 15 minutes be- 
fore the death of Williams. 

Piper Proved Alibi. 

With Gardner were Schaeffer, George 
Bohn and George Cornelius. Cornelius, 
like Schaeffer, left*st. Louis after the 
accident and was taken before the grand 
jury on his return. Bohn is under in- 
dictment for perjury in connection with 
the case, as is also Herbert Piper, 
Gardner's cousin, who was at first 
thought to have been a member of the 
party. He has proved an alibi, and the 
indictment against him will be nolle 
prosged. 

Gardner was anxious to have his 
son, who is 17 years old, testify be- 
fore the grand jury, but permission 
was refused by the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office.

Postmaster Appointed on Day 
President Announced He

SALINA, Kan., Sept. 19.—George M. 
Hull, a progressive Republican, today 
received a letter from the First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General, notifying him 
of his appointment by President Taft 
to the position of postmaster here. 

The appointment was dated Sept. 15, 
the day a letter was issued from Bever- 
ly to the effect that the President in- 
tended to be impartial in his attitude 
towards progressives and regulars in the 
matter of patronage.

ROOSEVELT OFF 
IN POWER ‘BUAT 


Colonel Asks and Obtains 
President’s Consent to a 
Political Conference. 








Special to the Pest-Dispatch. 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 19. —Presi- 


dent Taft and Col. ‘Theodore Roosevelt 
will hold an important’ conference here 
this afternoon, presumably on the New 
York political situation. 


The conference was arranged at the 
request of Col. Roosevelt. 

He arrived at the home of Mr. White 
at 2 o’clock having made a quick run 
by automobile over from Bridgeport, 
with Mr. and Mrs. Griscom. He stopped 
a moment to say to those gathered out- 
side the house that the Sound was too 
rough for the motor boat to have come 
directly to this city without a consid- 
erable loss of time. 

Lloyd C. Griscom, president of the 
New York County Republican Commit- 
tee, and Otto T. Bannard, the Repub- 
lican candidate for mayor of New York 
City last fall, also will take part in the 
conference. 

The meeting was arranged on Satur- 
dzy last; when Secretary Norton was 
visiting his family. Mr. Griscom and Mr. 
Bannard telephoned Secretary Norton 
and asked that an arrangement be made 
by which Col. Roosevelt might hald a 
conference with the President during his 
New Haven visit. 

This the President, it is said, was 
glad to do. He said that he expected 
to lunch as usual with President Ar- 
thur A. Hadley, after the Yale cor- 
poration meeting this morning. 

President Hadley was advised of this 
and acc@dingly invited the President, 
Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Griscom, Mr. Ban- 
nard and Secretary Norton to take 
luncheon together. 

President Hadley’s house having been 
dismantled during the summer holiday, 
the luncheon was arranged at the home 
of Henry C. White, a neighbor and 
friend of President Hadley. 

When askei this morning to state the 
subject of .the conference, Secretary 
Norton said he knew nothing about it, 
except that an arrangement had been 
made for the meeting in response to a 
request from Mr. Griscom. The latter 
presumably’ war atting as the repre- 
sentative of Col. Roosevelt. 

Just what development in the New 
York situation caused the request for a 
conference with the President at this 
time could only be conjectured here to- 
day. 

Since the Sherman episode President 
Taft has been disposed to keep entire- 
ly out of the New York situation. He 
had been reluctantly drawn into it in 
the first place, and after making his po- 
sition clear, during the entanglement 
which followed the turndown of Col. 
Roosevelt for temporary chairman of 
the State convention, he felt he could 
leave the handling of the State's affairs 
to the leaders in the State, including 
Col. Roosevel?.

Assistant Circuit: Attorney Tells |

Cleveland A. Newton, assistant to Cir- 


cult Attorney Jones, gave out this 


statement: 


“The case was presented to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office by Frank R. 
Tate, secretary of the St. Louis Theater 
Co. For some time Tate had suspected 
that there was a plot to rob the Havlin’s 
Theater boxoffice. Six weeks ago he 
sent for William 8S. Hutchison, treas- 
urer of the theater. At first Hutchinson 
said that he knew nothing of the plot, 
but later he confessed that he and 
Garen were diverting to their own uses 
a portion of the receipts. 

“He agreed to continue to work in the 
plot with Garen, so that the company 
might obtain evidence. Since then both 
have been under surveillance, but this 
office was not called into the case until 
«a week ago. 

“Ags Hutchison explained the plot, he 
would make cut what is technically 
known as a “rough sheet’ after the 
close of ticket sales for each perform- 
ance. This sheet he wou'd lay on 
Garen’s desk. At the beginning of each 
Gay's business Hutchison would know 
the exact number of tickets in his 
racks. The number lefi in the racks 
after the performance commenced would 
show him how many he had sold. These 
were the figures which he put on the 
rough sheet. 

“According to Hutchison’s statement, 
which he will repeat before the grand 


jury, Garen would scribLie a number . 


on the back of the rough sheet. This 
number would indicate to Hutchison the 
extent to which he was to falsify the 
final report which went to the St. Louis 
Theater Co. " 

Reselling of ‘Tiekets Charged. 

“If, for instance, 1200 tickets had been 
sold and the rough sheet came back 
from Garen with the number 100 scrib- 
bied on it, Hutchison fn his final report 
would say that 1100 tickets had been 
sold. The cash value of 100 tickets 
would be abstracted from the day’s re- 
ceipts and shared by Hutchison and 
Garen. 

“Investigation by detectives and by 
this office showed that other em- 
ployes were in similar plots with 
Garen. The gallery ticket taker and 
a negro employe of the theater will 
also testify before tne grand jury.

LONDON, Sept. 19.—Something of what 
Ethel Clara Leneve suffered as she 
awaited the fulfillment of Dr. Hawley 
H. Crippen’s promise to make her his 
wife was revealed at today’s session 
of the inquest into his death of Belle 
Elmore, with the murder of whom the 
doctor and Miss Leneve, his typist, are 
jointly charged. 

In her distress Miss Leneve confided 
in her landlady, Mrs. Jackson, and the 
story that the latter told on the wit- 
ness stand rivaled the most sensational 
evidence introduced at the preliminary 
trial. 

Mrs. Jackson said that the accused 
girl gave up the room which she had 
occupied at the home of witness on 
March 12, explaining that she was leav- 
ing to be married to Dr. Crippen. 
Until the first week in February, Miss 
Leneve had. slept regularly at Mrs. 
Jackson’s. After that she stopped at 
the house only occasionally. She said 
she spent the other nights at the homes 
of friends. On one occasion Miss Le- 
neve mentioned having been at the 
Hilldrop Crescent home of the Crip- 
pens early in February to help Crip- 
pen in a search for a bank book which 
showed an account of $1000. She added 
that a diamond tiara and rings had been 
found in the house and that the doc- 
tor had raised $850 on these, 

Talked of Belle Elmore, 
About the middle of February, the 
witness said, Miss Leneve appeared mis- 
erable and depressed. Such was her 
state that Mrs. Jackson followed the 
girl to her room to learn, if possible, 
the source of her trouble. Miss Leneve, 
the witness said, was in a terrifying 
state of agitation. Her eyes seemed 
fairly starting out of her head. The 
landlady insisted on an explanation, tell- 
ing the girl she must have something 
awful on her mind to be In such a con- 
dition. The witness said that the other 
replied: 

““Waguld you be surprised if I told you 
that it was the doctor and Miss Fi- 
more? He was the cause of my trouble 
when you first knew me. She ifs his 
wife, and when I see them go away 
together it makes me realize my posi- 
tion as to what she is and what I am.”’

Our hign- 
est altitude was 5500 feet and the av- 
erage over 2000. When the sun came 
cut our worst troubles began. We 
would run through’ clouds for a while 
and the sun would break through and 
strike our bag. The bag would shoot 
up for a while, when the rain would 
scnd us down. Jf we could have had 
fair weather we would have broken rec- 
ords. At one time I saw six. balloons. 
But when I was forced to come down, 
whether I wanted to or not, on account 
of the heavy bag, I could only see 
one man, and he may be the only one 
that passed me, and if that is true 1 
will be among the winners.

Speakers also may be sent 
through the State to expiain the dam- 
age the adoption of the amendment 
would cause in St. Louis. 


The brewers and liquor dealers have 
not yet started an active campaign, but 
they are working quietly and probably 
will let the bankers and business men 
handle the fight. In the spring of 1909, 
when the .submission amendment was 
pending in the Legislature, represent- 
atives of every bank and_ftnancial in- 
stitution in St. Louis and many business 
and financial houses went to Jefferson 
City to protest. The amendment was 
defeated by ‘the Legislature, but was 
submitted by the initiative and refer- 
endum. 

The drys have been carrying on an 
active campaign for several months and 
are also concentrating for the windup 
of the contest. The constitutional 
amendment, prohibiting the sale and 
manufacture of liquors in this State, 
will be voted on Nov..8. If it carries, 29 
breweries, having investments of ap- 
proximately $250,000,000, and all the 
wholesale liquor houses, in addition to 
the 2400 saloons, will be wiped out.

They Gather Evidence 
Against Wine Rooms and 
Gamblers for Mayor. 


GIRLS SEEN DRINKING 


Women Have Free Access to 
Saloons in Various Parts 
of Town. 


To show Mayor Silas Cook, according 
to his expressed wish, what is the mat- 
ter with moral conditions and law en- 
forcement methods in East St. Louis, 


two investigators made a tour of the 
most disorderly East Side localities Sat- 
urday night. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
accompanied them, 

The Mayor, who was bombarded 
from numerous East St. Louis pulpits 
Sunday, Sept. 11, said to a law and 
erder committee which later called on 
him that he was opposed to vice and 
would take action if the committee 
would get him the information. He 
suggested that the committee go so 
far as to get material for warrants, 
and promised that the power of the 
city government would be used in 
backing up the prosecution. 

It was decided by the law enforce- 
ment workers to give the Mayor what 
he asked for, and the tour of investiga- 
tion was decided on. The findfngs were 
ample, in the opinion of the investi- 
gators, to meet the Mayor’s demand 
for evidence. A meeting of the com- 
‘mittee representing the Law and Order 
League will be held Monday night te 
consider the report of the investigators, 
and to decide on the manner in which 
it shall be placed before the Mayor, arid 
the steps which he shall be asked to 
take. 

The two investigators were not min- 
isters, but were members of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, and were 
chosen by the executive committees of 
the Law and Order League and the lo- 
cal ministerial association. Where they 
went and what they found are told by 
the Post-Dispatch reporter who weit 
with them, as follows: 

Accosted by Girl, 

The first stop was at the Tremont 
House, located on the west bank of 
Cahokia Creek at Missouri avenue, op- 
posite the Relay Depot, conducted by 
Alderman William O'Malley. Separ- 
ate entrances to the wineroom and 
the saloon afford access from the 
street. , 

“Iwo young girls, apparently 14 and 
16 ycars old, .and a\woman, probably 
25, stood on the bridge across Ca- 
hekia Creek talking to three men. 

The bar was a busy place. The 
. bartender served drinks to customers 
at the counter while two walters, a ne- 
gro and a white man, popped corks 
and filled their trays with foaming 
bottles of beer to serve at the tables 
in the wineroom. 

When asked if Alderman O’Malley 


was there, the bartender answered: 
‘Hie is downtown somewhere to- 


night. He bosses things around, but 


he is not heavy on work.” 
The party entered the wineroom 


through a door at the head of: the 
bar. The path led across a hallway 

‘and another open door was the wine- 

_eroom entrance. - 

“4 Piano in Wineroom., 

The wineroom is about 15 feet 
wide and 35 feet long. A double 
door at the south end opens into a 
smaller room equipped with tables 
and chairs. At one end of the place 
was a piano. A man played rag- 
time music. A young man sang 
parodies on popular songs and 
' danced. : ' 

Tables and chairs were along .the 
sides and north end of the room, oc- 
cupied by 24 men and eight women. 
Bottles of beer were emptied faster 
than two waiters could supply the-de- 
mand, Profanity was heard when:the 
waiters fell behind tn orders, al- 
though several signs on the, walls 
read, “No profane language allowed.”

At 10:30 p. m. Saturday there were 
probably 30 men and 20 women at the 
various tables.

At a piano at the west end of the

Thomas Betz, known as “Dago Tom.” 
recognized the Post-Dispatch reporter. 
He explained that he is running a re- 
spectable place and allowed no min- 
ors, unaccompanied by their parents, to 
visit the place. He criticised the city 
officials who have several times tem- 
porarily closed up the place. 

Craps Game Operated. 

The craps game under the sidewalk 
adjoining the College Inn was in 
charge of twa men. A stout man, 
with a smooth face, officiated at one 
side of the regulation craps table. 
He had charge of the dice and the 
paying of bets. As each “pass” was 
made he collected 5 cents from the 
player and dropped it into a cigar 
box as the share claimed by the 


Pmanagers of the game. 


A slender man sat at the head of 
the table and acted as banker. He 
smiled at the players over eight 
piles of silver dollars and a roll of 
bills which lay in front of him on 
the table. The money aggregated 
about $400. Nine men were play- 
ing. 

At Higgins’ saloon, 336 Collinsville 
avenue, two craps games were run- 
ning upstairs. The door at the rear 
of the bar was unguarded and en- 
trance was easy. At the front table 
in the large room 24 men and boys 


crowded about the table waiting for. 


their turn to play. At the other 
table probably 50 men and youths 
struggled for places. 

At each table four men looked after 
the welfare of the house. A banker 
at each end of the billiard table stood 
behind several piles of silver dollars, 
halves and a roll of bills. The crou- 
pier at the center controlled the dice 
and looked after “fleld” bets. Oppo- 
site him was a man who held the 
stakes and paid all bets, taking the 
rake-off of 5 cents for ewery “pass.”

Capt. Klaus ‘Larsen Makes 
Spectacular Voyage Amid 
Eddies and Rocks. 








NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Sept. 19.— 
More dare devil history was made for 
Niagara when Capt: Klaus Larsen of 
Cleveland shot the rapids in a motor- 
boat. He Hves.to.tell the tale. After 
a tempestuous passage offour and one 
half miles his battered and leaking craft 
plunged into an eddy below the Devils 
Hole. As all the perils of the trip had 
then been passed and he had a disabled 
arm and leg, Larsen seized a rescue rope 
thrown to him and gave up his intention 
of making Lewiston. He says he will 
yet go the whole trip. Forty thousand 
people saw the feat. 

Larsen was. afloat 45 minutes. 
out from the Maid of the Mist dock at 
the foot of the cataract at 4:45 and 
ended his passage at 6:80. Every second 
of that time there was peril and ac- 
tion. The boat disappeared from view 
twice. At one place the terrific force of 
the current lifted it clear from the wa- 
ter and it took a flying leap of 20 feet 
and then skidded after the fashion of a 
flat stone. The spectators had a con- 
tinuous thrill from start to finish. 

When the Ferro, as the boat is named, 
got under the cantilever bridgé, Larsen 
put down the helm’ and made for mid- 
channel. His engines were running at 
top speed, but their throb was lost in 
the roar of water. For an instant he 
seemed to be master of the situation. 
Then he was caught in Swift Drift, 
where the river begins its rush down the 
whirlpool rapids. 

It was the trip through the rapids 
that the craft did the disappearing 
act. Most of the time it was lost 
to sight. Approaching the great 
great wave the boat acquired a break- 
neck velocity, and as the spectators 
looked* on agape it took its record 
leap, 20 feet clear of water. Thé 
push that tcapulted it into the air 
happened to catch it on even keel. 
This lucky chance enabled it to strike 
the water again right side up. Then 
it skipped along as if doubtful when 
to remain a boat or turn aeroplane. 
Righting itself, it passed to the edge 
of the pool and got beyond that 
danger point without notable mis- 
hap.

Nuisance. 


WILL CITE VIOLATORS 
Declares Law Will Be Enforc- 


ed in Residence Districts as 
Downtown. 





Smoke Inspector E. C. Parker an- 
nounced, Monday that smoke must be 
abated if) the residence districts as 
well as in the business sections. He 
expects to prevent the dense smoke 
from residences during the coming win- 
ter season by warning the owners to 
conquer the smoke before the cold 
weather sets in. 

Up to Monday, 141 replies had been 
received by Parker from owners of 
apartment houses in answer to notices 
sent out last week, Some of them an- 
swered that their chimneys had been 
equipped with smoke-reducing devices 
and others promised to d» so at once. 
Several have not been heard from. 

The Smoke Inspector said Monday 
that failure to comply with his notice 
would be followed by a citation for the 
apartment house owners to appear in 
court on a charge of violating the 
smoke ordinances. 

Lists of offending smokestacks ‘n 
various parts of the city, found by 
reporters and published in the Post- 
Dispatch, have been used by Parker 
and his inspectors in checking up 
their lists and sending notices to vio- 
lators of the smoke laws. 

The use of hard coal, coke, or 
semi-anthracite coal has been sug- 
gested py Parker as a means of re- 
ducing the smoke in residences with- 
out installing smoke consuming de- 
vices. Where this course is pursued 
it is probable that the smoke inspec- 
tors will not insist upon the devices 
being placed in residences.

There was nothing stirring in the ex- 
port markets. The nearest approach to 
business being at Winnipeg, where a 
wire reported all exporters with bids 
that were almost on the market. Last 
year at this time Winnipeg had worked 
6,000,000 bu of wheat for export, now 
the total worked so far is less than 1,- 
006,000 bu. 

The Liverpool market was steady 
on the firmness of first hand offer- 
ings, despite the steady Russian ship- 
ments, and liberal arrivals in the 
United Kingdom, in the face of 
lighter-than-last week world’s ship- 
ments, Liverpool stocks are increas- 
ing. An estimate on the French crop 
by Des Haller of 246,000,000 against 
359,000,000 bu last year, was a bullish 
influence. 

The world's wheat shipments were 
again liberal, the total reaching 14,- 
192,000 bu against 17,656,000 bu last 
week and 10,544,000 bu last year. 
Russia again rolled up 6,056,000 
against 5,952,000 bu last year, despite 
the issuance during last week of a 
sensationally bullish crop estimate by 
which if. correct should be drying up 
the offerings.

EVADING THE ISSUE. 

We cannot ‘approve the boycott plan of oppos- 
ing prohibition adopted and advocated by Mr. 
John P. Herrmann. It ig to be deprecated. The 
campaign on either side should not be permitted 
to fall into a personal, social and business war. 
The appeal to reason and enlightened interest 
is the only permissible mode of conducting the 
campaign. On that ground applied to moral, 
social and material conditions the argument 
against state-wide prohibition forced upon cities 
without their consent is invincible. 

But. Mr. Herrmann is right in emphasizing 
the importance of the issue to St. Louisans. He 
is right in declaring it a menace to morality, 
law and order and to the matertal welfare of 
all the people of the city. From every stand- 
point the adoption of the prohibition amend- 
ment would be a blow to the progress of St. 
Louis It would be a calamity, the injurious 
effects of which can scarcely be overestimated. 

Mr. Herrmann is right, also, in denouncing 
the cowardice of the two great political parties 
of the State in evading the issue in their plat- 
forms. Although the amendment strikes at fun- 
damental principles of liberty and threatens the 
welfare not only of the cities, but of the entire 
State, there is not a word of protest against it 
in either of the party platforms. These plat- 
forms were framed and adopted by the com- 
mitteemen and candidates of the parties and 
their evasion of the most important issue of the 
election demonstrated the cowardice of the party 
managers and party candidates. 

Yet the State leaders of both parties are op- 
posed t@ prohibition. Gov. Hadley has expressed 
his views in opposition to state-wide prohibition 
clearly and without reserve. Former Gov. Folk, 
who has gone farther on the path of puritanism 
than any other Democratic State leader, is 
unreservedly in opposition to prohibition. Every 
member of the Missouri delegation in Congress, 
regardless of party, is opposed to prohibition. We 
do not know of a State officer or a man identi- 
fied with State leadership who favors prohibi- 
tion. Yet. the parties in convention dodged the 
issue. 

Voters should not permit political leaders to 
play the role of coward and hypocrite. No man 
in a campaign of this kind ,can carry water on 
both shoulders. It is the special duty of Dem- 
ocrats to declare themselves. Prohibition is un- 
democratic. Personal liberty and home rule are 
foundation principles of Democracy. Opposi- 
tion to intolerance and sumptuary legislation 
is the national policy of the Democratic party. 
No other policy is possible without stultification. 
The people have a right to expect the Demo- 
cratic leaders to lead the fight on state-wide 
prohibition. If they do not they are unworthy 
of Democratic support. Every political leader 
must speak out.

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DEBS, NOT LINCOLN. 

Mr. Roosevelt now pretends that he has been 
censured merely for criticising the majority de- 
cision of a divided Supreme Court. Nothing 
could be further from the fact. He has been 
censured for misrepresenting the Court’s de- 
cision dnd for coarse, personal abuse of the 
justices who dared to. decide contrary to his 
notions of the law. 

The matter is admirably summed up in an edi- 
torial in Bench and Bar, whfch contrasts the 
actual decision in the Knight case with Mr. 
Roosevelt’s version of the decision and Says: 
“Any reasonable man—we repeat—let alone one of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s exceptional ability—could readily 
perceive this distinction and this fact if-he 
were merely desirous of seeing straight and think- 
ing clearly about a perfectly simple matter.” As 
for his statement about the Lochner case, the 
same excellent authority remarks, “This lan- 
guage is entirely inapplicable to the Lochner 
case, and furthermore the Lochner case did not 
arise in New York City at all, as Mr. Roosevelt 
hastily supposed.” 

One of Mr. Roosevelt’s defects is his habitual 
inveracity. Where he has a personal and emo- 
tional interest he seems congenitally incapable of 
stating facts as they are. His mind is curiosuly 
twisted and warped. The original attack upon 
the Supreme Court and the Syracuse justification 
are striking examples of this distorted mentality. 
Mr. Roosevelt thinks he errs with Lincoln, but 
in reality he errs with William R. Hearst and 
Eugene Debs. 
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Ballinger still has the approval of his con- 
science. A good, hard-working conscience is a 
splendid thing to have under such circumstances. 
It keeps it from being unanimous. 








Judge Gary of the Steel Trust has just re- 
turned from Europe.

Judge Gary, we believe, is not ambitious to 
succeed Mark Twain as the great American 
humorist. We must, therefore, assume that when 
he condemned American extravagance as some- 
thing appalling he must have been temporarily 
forgetful. of the bunch of clothing he had in his 
baggage. Or perhaps he does not regard $12,000 
worth of clothes for the fall season as an ex- 
travagance for one of his class. We must, how- 
ever, charge him not only with humor, but with 
extravagance of speech on the score of the state- 
ment that the increased cost of living is due to 
the increased wages ot working people. 

Statements of that kind pass out of reach of 
sane argument. They are illustrations of the 
mental aberration produced in the minds of 
those whom wealth and perverted principals pre- 
vent from understanding the realities of life. 

It is an incipient insgnity that prompts Ameri- 
can millionaires to. attribute the increased cost

DEMOCRACY’S NEW MISSION, 
From the New York Worid. 

In its broadest gense the New Na- 
tionalism means the overthrow of 
Anglo-Saxon principles of govern- 
ment and the substitution of Roman- 
Continental principles. The funda- 
mental Anglo-Saxon principle of law 
is felicitously expressed in the single 


row Wilson, “guilt is personal.” The 
Roman theory of government is em- 
bodied in Mr. Roosevelt’s various 
schemes of supervision, regulation, 
restriction and control on the part of 
a bureaucracy. 

Instead of defining offense against 
the common welfare and punishing 
the individual who violates the 
statute, the Government is to be 
made the guardian of the individual. 
It will supervise capital; it will su- 
pervise. labor. It will regulate the 
size of corporations and the business 
of corporations. It will contro] the 
fortune that the individual accumu- 
lates; it will see that that fortune is 
“properly used.” It will supervise 
“the terms and conditions of labor” 
and reach out to every form of ac- 
tivity. Instead of the Government's 
existing for the benefit of the indi- 
vidual, the individual is to exist for 
the purpose of being regulated by an 
all-wise government. 

In Mr. Roosevelt's opinion “the old 
theories of government” worked 
only ‘in sparsely settled communi- 
ties; but these old theories of gov- 
ernment are the Anglo-Saxon theo- 
ries on which the Republic was es- 
tablished. They are the theories 
which have made Great Britain and 
the United States unique in the his- 
tory of self-governing nations; they 
are the only theories upon which 
free institutions have ever been 
maintained and under which a great 
people have long retaineq their lib- 
erties. They are the theories which 
Mr. Roosevelt has now set about to 
destroy. This is not a question of 
State rights, but of human rights. A 
great republic might exist without 
separate and sovereign states; but a 
great republic cannot exist where all 
forms of activity are controlled, su- 
-pervised and regulated by office- 
holders. No race of free men was 
ever bred under bureaucracy, and 
none ever will be. 

In the defense of Anglo-Saxon 
principles of government the Demo- 
cratic party has a new mission and a 
new opportunity. It is one of the 
most extraordinary political phe- 
nomenons of the times that the party

Vo Chance for War, but Rank and 
File Will Demand Recognition 


by National Commission. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—A special from 
New York to the Tribune says: 

There probably will be a new baseball 
league in existence by next season, and 
it will not require $3,000,000 backing,‘ nor 
entail a baseball war. 

It will be a league of ball players 
instead of promoters; another brother- 
hood along different lines. It will not 
seek to promote the ball players’ wel- 
fare by warlike tactics or by entering 
the field of baseball promotion, as did 
the brotherhood, but by sane, peaceable 
methods. It is planned to enroll in the 
new organization all ball players who 
may desire to join it, but. not to make 
it compulsory. Only players of the 
higher grade, mostly veterans, have 
been sounded on the proposition, and 
with them the plan has met instant 
approval. 

It is proposed to obtain as members 
at least six of the leading players on 
each major league team. 

Its object is the formation of a body 
sufficiently large, sufficiently repre- 
sentative and sufficiently strong finan- 
cially to command the attention of the 
powers that be in baseball. to obtain 
and pay well for a leader, who shal! 
not be cénnected with baseball, to look 
after their interests. 

The matter has come to a head 
through the prohibition of the proposed 
series between National and American 
League teams this fall.

PERUVIAN IS BAFFLED 


Chavez Comes to Earth Be- 
cause Pass Is Obscured by 
Heavy Clouds. 


By Associated Press. 

BRIG, Switzerland, Sept. 19.—Though 
the weather wes unpropitious for the 
bold undertauing, Mr. Weymann, the 
American, end George Chavez, the 
Peruvian, atiernpted the  cross-Alps 
aeroplane flight today. Both failed, but 
not until they had given ot exhibi- 
tions of high flying that promised bet- 
ter success in fair weather. 

During the night a stiff breeze was 
blowing in the Simplon Pass and the 
mountain peaks were hidden in a dense 
fog. There seemed little prospect that 
the competition would . begin today. 
However, after daylight the wind had 
gone down and although it was still 
cloudy the intrepid Chavez and Wey- 
mann decided to risk a flight. 

They got away with encouraging cries 
from an enormous crowéd that was dis- 
appointed yesterday and had feared 
that bad weather would compel anoth- 
er postponement today. 

Chavez left the starting ground—a lit- 
tle quadrilateral plateau overlooking 
the Rhone Valley—first, and immediate- 
ly began to rise in sweeping spirals un- 
til he had reached an altitude above 
the towering mountain wall opposite. 

Weymann, who started a few moments 
after Chavez was on his way, remained 
in the air only eight minutes. He as- 
cended to a height of 1700 feet, where he 
encountered a baffling wind. In landing 
at the bottom of the Rhone Valley he 
bent a wheel of his biplane. 

Chavez explained that he had reached 
an altitude of about 6500 feet when he 
was caught In a violent wind. He ob- 
served that the summit of the Simpion 
Pass was obscured by heavy clouds 
and decided to return rather than 
chance landing farther on among the 
rocks. 

He announced that he might try again 
later in the day. 

The other aviators who propose to try 
for the cross-Alps prize are Cattaneo 
and Paillette. The American uses a 
biplane and the others monoplanes.

Robs Drug Store Clerk and 
Two Customers, Takes 
Sweets Away With Him.

But Down threw him 
to the floor of the porch. 

Cuts Captor in Wrist. 

From across the street cam@ Otto 
Winningham, clerk in the shop, a re- 
volver gleaming in his hand. The can- 
dy rebber slipped a knife from his 
pocket and gashed Dowd’'s wrist. Dowd 
let go with a cry of surprise and pain 
and the robber fled fleetly. Winning- 
ham snapped the revolver at his dis- 
appearing figure, but it -was net dis- 
charged. 

Winningham was behind the prescrip- 
tion counter of the shop, whichis at 
Si1 Ohio avenue, when the robber en- 
tered the shop Sunday evening. He 
asked .for some medicine and Wircning 
ham got it for him. As he passed the 
bottle across the counter the robber 
drew a revolver from his shirt front 
and commanded Winningham to open 
the safe. Winningham said he did not 
know the combination. 

Robber Overlooks $170. 

“Then open the cash register,’’ said 

the robber, and Winningham did. The 
young man took $20 which was loose in 
the bill compartment. There was $50 
done into a roll in the back of the 
drawer, but he did not see it. Winning- 
ham says he had previously taken $120 
from the drawer and concealed it be- 
hind some bottles, being nervous .be- 
cause there was 80 much money on 
hand. 
Joseph Cunningham of 807 Ohio ave- 
nue paused to stare into the door when 
he saw a man behind the counter with 
Winningham, whom he knows. 

“Call him in—I'll take what he’s got, 
too,” said the robber. He turned his at- 
tention«from Winningham when the 
other entered, and began searching him 
nervously, but did not: get his money 
nor watch. He turned to the register on 
the cigar counter and got $ from that. 

Winningham slipped to the back of the 
store to get a revolver. While he was 
cone B. C. Baum of 443 North Seventh 
street entered, and the robber began 
searching him hastily, but got no more 
than he had from Cunningham. He 
heard Cunningham returning and slipped 
out of the door before his search of 
Raum’s pockets was completed, run- 
ning thence into Dowd’s yard. 

A pale young man with a dissipated 
face and dark circles under his eyes, 
supposed to be the same who robbed 
Eckert’s place, robbed the Krumme- 
nacher Drug Co.'s place Sept. 5, at 5898 
Delmar boulevard, and Jacob Lieber- 
siein’s drug store at Taylor and Cook 
avenues Saturday evening. He _ took 
canéy at both places. 

The East Side’ police arrested eight 
suspects, but Winningham Could not 
identify any of them.

CANAL DEFENSE 
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Navy Department’s Attitude 
of Adding Two Battleships 
a Year, to Continue. 





Snecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

BEVERLY, Mass., Sept. 19.—President 
Taft will reccommend in his coming 
message to Congress an appropriation 
of $2,000,000 in beginning the fortifica- 
tion of the Panama canal. The Presi- 
dent believes that the fortification of’ 
the canal is one of the most important 
tasks concerning his administration and 
he will give prominence to the request 
in his message. 

It was learned also eahest. that~ there 
is to be no abatement of the Navy De- 
partment’s policy of adding two battle- 
ships a year to the American fleet. The 
President has decided that he will not 
let his economy plans interfere with 
the two battleship a year program. 

The President already has a recom- 
mendation before Congress for an ap- 
propriation of. $2,000,000 for the fortifica. 
tion of the canal. It was sent in at 
the last session of fongress, but strong 
opposition developed to it in the House 
and the President did not try to push 
it.. It is understood that this appropria- 
tion is one-of the first things that the 
President will seek: from Congress at 
the next session. 

The plans for the fortification of the 
canal include the erection of a fortifi- 
cation on the Isthmus at each end and 
also the erection of big guns on sev- 
eral islands at the Pacific entrance.
